Tkc Water taatrael. 

Tbs water supply problem, which bae 
beeo a matter of mueb public concern 
for eome time peat, baa beeo dlapoaed 
of, and In a manoer that la doubtleaa 
aaOefectorj to the majority of the 
peopla of tbe town. Conservatism baa 
prevailed In tbe struggle over tbe con¬ 
tract and an advantage baa beeo gained 
In a reduction In tbe prtoe of water. 

Tbe oootract bae baao made with a 
company of unquestionable reapooelbll- 
Ity, and there la a certainty both aa to 
tbe quantity and quality of water that 
will be aupplled. Tbeee are tbe factore 
In tbe settlement that are approved by 
tbe general community. 

Tbe contract waa not made without 
due deliberation and loveetlgatlon, both 
on tbe part of members of tbe Council 
and of tbe Board of Trade sod tbe 
Ovlc Union, and In fact It la largely due 
to tbe two latter bodies that tbe new 
cos tract waa made with tbe oompany 
at d for tbe term of yeara and for tbe 
prtoe named In tbe contract. 

A Joint committee of ten members of 
tbe Board of Trade and Civic Union 

tbe water supply propositions submitted 
to tbe Oounoll. That committee en¬ 
gaged expert disinterested assistance In 
Its Investigations, and tbe result of Its 
work wan summed op lo tbs following 
resolution: 

** Resolved, That after careful study 
«i^i Investigation, and discussion of 
wbat Is tbs most favorable source of 
weter supply for tbs town, It to tbs 
unanimous conclusion of tbs oommlttee 
that tbs Town Oounoll be requested to 
offer 166 per million gallons for a suit¬ 
able contract extending twenty years 
to tbs Mootolalr Water Company, sod In 
sans cald oompany declines to accept 
tbe offer, a tweoty-year contract be 
made wltb tbe Oreat Notch Water Oom¬ 
pany at tbelr own price, namely, $49 per 
million gallooe, and that In tbe contract 
tbs proposed purchase clause be Incor¬ 
porated therein.” 

Tbe resolution was adopted wltb but 
law dU sen ting votes at a largely attend- 
mi meeting of tbe Board of Trade and 
by a unanimous vote at a meeting of 
tbs Olvto Colon. It was submitted to tbe 
Town Council and by tbe Council to tbe 
Moutclalr Water Oompany, and tbe oom¬ 
pany accepted tbs terms laid down and 
tbe contract was mads on tbs basis of 
tbs resolution.

It turned into Maple avenue with Cran¬ 
ley tugging on the reins, but he could 
not check its speed. At Lincoln street 
the runaway made s sharp turn, throw¬ 
ing the driver from his seat into the road, 
slightly injuring him. The runaway 
horse continued on lo Glen Ridge where 
the accident happened
